The Minutes of the successive sessions of the " American Con- 
vention for promoting the Abolition of Slavery and improving the 
Condition of the African Race " are rare. Apparently a complete 
set cannot be consulted in any one place ; the closest approach may 
be made at Providence, in the adjoining library buildings of the 
Rhode Island Historical Society and of Brown University, but the 
largest single collection appears to be that of the New York His- 
torical Society. Miss Alice Dana Adams, of Radcliffe College, 
having made a careful search for these pamphlets in the course of 
investigations into the history of the anti-slavery movement, kindly 
contributes the results to this Review in the following list, extend- 
ing from 1794 to 1829. The letter A indicates the presence of a 
copy in the library of the Boston Athenaeum : B, in the Boston 
Public Library ; Br, in the library of Brown University ; C, in that 
of Cornell University ; CI, in the Congregational Library at Bos- 
ton ; Co, in the Library of Congress ; J, in the library of the 
Johns Hopkins University ; M, in that of the Massachusetts His- 
torical Society ; N, in that of the New York Historical Society ;
